Regarding claim 33, there is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art of record of the 
interior side wall nested in, and parallel to, the exterior side walls. The closest prior art of record 
appears to be Lawrence who teaches exterior side walls diverging from the interior side walls. 
However, the interior and exterior walls of Lawrence are not parallel.
